Nei- 
ther did the T ranſlation 
fatisfie him , but He 
ſearched theOriginalcare- 
tally: For he could 
quot, the New T eftament 
and Pſa/ter, as eaſily, in 
the firſt Language, as 
molt can do in their Mo- 
thers Tongue.

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In his daily Reading, 
he did ſtill chooſe ſome 
place, which he fixed in 
his Mind. 'To theCon- 
{ideration whereof, he re- 
colle&ed his Thoughts, 
all that day when ever 
he found himſelf at lei- 
fare. Which he uſed to 
lay, was his SanGwary 
whither he retreated , 
from the Perſecution of 
Idle Thoughts.

90 - Onthe Memory of 
rubims , ever to behold 
the Face of his Heavenly 
Father. Yea a Radiant 
Splendor. which poſlel- 
ſed his Looks, when he 
returned from his Cloſer, 
could make us,cafily dil- 
cern , What joytull and 
pleaſant work he had 
been about: 

He uſed often, to ſepa- 
rate whole dayes ) for the 
Worſhip of God, wherein 
He dented himſelf any 
other Refreſhment, ſave 
what was miniſtred to 


his Soul. He 
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He performed himſelf, 
the duties of his Family 
conſtantly at tworeturns 
each day : where you 
might have heard both 
Reading , Singing and 
Prayer , -and that with 
ſuch a true and unafte- 
Qed Devotion, as difco- 
vered how little Formali. 
ty may be in the Obſer- 
wvance of Forms, 

The firſt arreft of that 
Fatall fickneſſe, had ex- 
hauſted the AFive Vi- 
gour of bis Spirit ſo tar, 

that 
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that the Keenneſle and 
Fervour of his Soul was 
ſomewhat blunted.,which 
drew him into Sadneſſe, 
judged Melancholy by 
Beholders; For he com- | 
plained, that then when 
theſe Attaques of God, 
did alarum him up to a 
oreater diligence, He was 
become more languidand 
tepid; T his Troublewas 
but of ſhort continuance, 
for he found the union of 
his Soul to his God , as 


cloſe as ever, though a 


Mi 
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Miituned Body , could 


not bear up in a Con- 
cord with it. 

T he laſt Lords Day of 
bis Life , was be diligent 
| zn the ſearch of bis Heart, 
and earneſt in wreſtling 
with God : the Ifſze 
whereof was,a Quiet and 
Compoſed Mind. W hich 
was, apparant, in the 
Cheerfulneſſe of bis Spirit, 
which was greater that 
Night, than it had been 
all the while of his fick- 
neſle. T'wo dayes after,

Sickneſſe did evidently 
diſcover it {elf to beſuch. 
W hich having in a ſud-
